Inspector of Sohools, has made the folluw- 
ing report to the Volonial Beoretary :—

§1n,—I have-the honour to envloze & 
table showing the results of the examina. 
tions I conduoted in vhe Schools at present 
under the Grant-in-Aid system, : 

‘The total number, of xchuols examined 
amounted to 17 as against 14 in 1877 oud 
42 in 1876, The total number of cuildren 

rosguted auouutud to 607 as against 459 
in 1877 and 800 io 1876, ‘The porses 
amounted to 93 per cent, as against 86.per 
vent.:in 1877 aud ,7 per cent. in 1876, 
accordingly the amount total earued by 
the Grant-in-Aid. Schools. -athounts. to 
$4,LL 63, as against $8,762.90 in 1877 and 
$1,707.00 in 1876, ‘ne differenos in the 
umovots annually earned is caused, in the 
first instance, by. the invreade of the value 
uf pasgos introduced in 1877, and ‘in the 
sevund instance by a steady increase trom 
year to year in the number of schools placed 
under the Grant-in-Aid system, in the 
number of scholara presented for examina- 
tion, and the perceniage of scholars “who 
passed successfully. 4 

‘Tne amount total provided in tho Enti- 
mates for 1879 is $4,500, vf ‘this sum we 
have already spent $226 in gratuities for 
the best Masters of the:-Governtient outside 
oehools, | Adding thereto $4,811.53, now 
required for the Grant-in-Aid sehools, we 
exceed the amount provided by $030.63, 
Yoere was a similar excess in’ 187%, but it 
must always be guesswork esumating 
beforehand the sum required “for Graute- 
in-Aid, as {tb ia imposible to tell bufore- 
hand how many ouiidren will be presented 
and what the average attendance thiuugh- 
out the year will bo ‘|

EDUCATION OF OBINESE IN HONGKONG, 

Along article in the Hongkong Sin-Pao 
advocates the extension of Chineao studies 
in the Colony. The writer first describes 
the good effecta, moral and .intelle:tual,’ of 
studying the Chineso: clasdicx, and -lnys 
stress on the excellence of the system of 
choosing officials by literary examinations. 
He then remarka on the importance of 
Hongkong as being: the great place of 
meoting and intercourse between Chineso 
and Europe -ns, and.jis glad to be ‘able to 
say that tho education of the Chinese"there 
has been improving lately, But while 
-foreiyners have done much Inestablishing 
schools to teach tho Ohinese and enoour- 
| aging the students by prizes, the Chinese 
thomselvea have done but little any 
Chinaman who wishes to benefit the rising 
generation, could not do it better than by 
the encouragement of literature ; and this 
would beat be accomplished by promoting 
schools for the teaching of literary conipo- 
sition, or esaay writing, If some of the 
wealthier residents wou d subscribe a gum 
prudaae a yoorly i .terest‘of three or four 

undred taela, it would be possible both, 
to pay-fox the services of a really able 
soholar, who has passed his first and second 
examinations, as a teacher, and.to devote 
the rest of the mon-y to the expenses of 
theschool, Ifa sum, such as now proposed, 
canuot be rained, somathing might be dong 
by colleating a small subscription annually 
and giving it to tho masters of the best 
schools already existing, to be bestowed in 
prizes to the scholars who, distinguish 
themaelves m vst at periodical examinations,

During the past fortnight o certain amount 
of the attention ofthe public has beon given 
to the case of a native of Singapore, named 
Kum Allum, whose recognition os o British 
subject has for a short period of his life been 
rofuséd’ by Her Majesty’s Consul, The 
uestion has been complicated with strange 
proceedings in the Mixed Court, ridiculous 
placards on our, street walls, and, it is rum- 


| oured, with gobflicting rulings and decisions 


on tho part: of the various Judiciar and 


| Coneular authorities, in whose jurisdiction 


e to live. The consequence 
is that, while the real points of tho caso 
have been lost sight of, there have been, 
on the ‘part’of some, unnecessary outories 
against a purely imaginary wrong, andy on 
the part of others, unkind “laughter at ‘the 
spectacle of a Chinaman in an u ster. : 
Chinamen are peculiar people, os wo all 
know; but the most peculiar tribe of them 
are the dwellers in tho Straits Settlements, 
and their offspring. They return in largo 
numbers to the Troaty ports of their father- 
land, and if “pidgin” is get invariably 
settle permanently, On their arrival in 
China, they find that there are mlany pel 
vileges secured to British subjects by Treaty 
and by British Law, while, at the same 
time, these privilges are accompanied by 
certain disabilities of a moro or joss onerous 
charactor. ‘They find it is in somo cases 
very convenient to be sued in a Court whose 
judges are incorruptible, and in othors 
most inconvenient not to be able to secure & 
verdict when able and willing to pay for 
it, Naturally enough, instead of declaring 
themselves Chinoso or British subjects, they 
haye long been wont to accommodate their 
nationality to the ciroumatances of the 
moment, and to assume the citizenshi of 
that country which at any given crisis ane 
e 

result of this was, as tho archive of many & 
Consulate and our own columns could show, 
to cause much acrimonious correspondence 
between rival sets of authorities, each claim- 
ing the right to’ punish or protect these 
slippery citizens and to give plenty of op- 
portunitiesfor jobbery. ‘To put an end to 
this atate of things, Sir Rutherford Alcool 
some years ago issued a notification that all 
eraons of Chinese descent claiming to be 
British subjects wore not to be recognised us 
auch unless they habitually wore the or- 
dinary dress‘of Englishmen.
